2. Form, Style and Placement in Administrative Code 

a. In SECTIONS 1, 3, and 5, the underscored text beginning each sentence should follow 

the stricken text.  

b. The order of SECTIONS 6 and 7 should be reversed, as treatment of s. MPSW 17.02 (4) 

precedes creation of s. MPSW 17.025. 

4. Adequacy of References to Related Statutes, Rules and Forms 

The agency should review the affected rule chapters to ensure that those chapters 

adequately reference the availability of forms contemplated by the proposed rule as well as the 

availability of other existing forms. [s. 227.14 (3), Stats., and s. 1.12 (3), Manual.] 

5. Clarity, Grammar, Punctuation and Use of Plain Language 

In proposed s. MPSW 17.02 (4), are the references to “social worker” appropriate? The 

repealed provision refers to “duties of practice under a marriage and family therapist license” and 

s. MPSW 17.02 (intro.) refers to “a license as a marriage and family therapist”.
